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Mr. Scott Ching and Mr. Don Scott, Brampton Flower City Kiwanis , re: PRESENTATION OF 
THERMAL IMAGING CAMERA TO FIRE DEPARTMENT (File G20). 


Mr. Scott Ching, Project Chairman, Brampton Flower City Kiwanis, presented a short video 
produced in the United States to introduce the thermal imaging camera, one of the latest apparatus 
in firefighting technology, that allows firefighters to see through the smoke in a fire. This 
apparatus will assist firefighters in saving lives and increase the odds of victims for survival in a 
fire. The Flower City Kiwanis saw a need and a desire for this equipment in Brampton and started 
a project determined to raise $400,000 to buy 10 helmets for the City of Brampton. 
Representatives from the Flower City Kiwanis then presented the first “Cairns Iris” helmet to 
Mayor Peter Robertson. 


Mr. Don Scott, Club President, advised that the Royal Bank has been a strong supporter of this 
project and donations through the Royal Bank are welcome. He advised that through the efforts 
of the Flower City Kiwanis, there will be fewer tragedies in Brampton due to fires. 


Mayor Peter Robertson accepted the helmet with thanks on behalf of Council and advised that the 
first helmet will be placed at the Fire Department Headquarters on Rutherford Road. Mayor Peter 
Robertson presented a personal cheque to Mr. Don Scott as a small donation from a charity fund 
in support of the project.

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Mr. Just Cole, Gould Outdoor Advertising, addressed his concerns regarding the proposed 
temporary moratorium on Class B signage within the City of Brampton. He requested 
clarification of the by-law because his interpretation is that the moratorium prohibits the 
installation and permits for third party ground signs on a City wide basis. He provided a copy of a 
letter from Bramtpon Caledon Community Living (Item I2)in support of Gould Outdoor 
Advertising policies to provide advertising for their association. He requested that the 
moratorium not be placed on industrial/commercial zones in order to maintain his business in the 
City of Brampton and that the restriction apply to agricultural lands only. He submitted a report 
(Item I3) setting out proposed changes to the Sign By-law for Council’s consideration. 


Ms. Shelly Muzylo, Outdoor Opportunities Inc., was present on behalf of the Canadian National 
and the Canadian Pacific Railways to speak with regards to the proposed moratorium within rail 
corridors. She advised that rail corridors are mainly situated in industrial zones away from 
residential areas and requested that rail properties not be caught in the moratorium. 


Mr. Bob Crawford voiced his concern on behalf of the residents in the area who feel that billboard 
signs are a commercial activity from which Brampton is not benefiting, and suggested that they 
should not be permitted on agricultural lands. He also suggested that the Council may wish to 
consider passing a Sign By-law under the provisions of the Planning Act (as is the case in the 
Town of Halton Hills), rather than the Municipal Act, so that notification provisions for 
neighbouring landowners would be required for new signs.

Mr. Brian Dawson, Past-President, Brampton Board of Trade, thanked Council for their foresight 
and initiatives in amending the Development Charges by-law for the industrial expansion 
exemption which will encourage more growth and development in Brampton. He briefly 
discussed the Chamber of Commerce survey results and advised that the Board of Trade supports 
businesses being exempt from development charges in order to grow, expand, create jobs and 
contribute to the economy. He advised that development charges are a deterrant for businesses. 


D. Cutajar, Director of Economic Development, responded to inquiries regarding industrial 
expansion and advised of the economic development rationale and benefits in supporting existing 
businesses in Brampton and new businesses relocating to Brampton; the key is job creation.

DELEGATIONS 


El. Mr. Pat Moyle, Commissioner of Corporate Services, and Mr. Alan Tonks, former Chair of Metro 
Toronto and former Head of Transition Team, re: GREATER TORONTO SERVICES BOARD 
(GTSB) (File G20/G70). 


See Item J3. 


P. Moyle Commissioner of Corporate Services, provided Council with a slide presentation for 
discussion on the Greater Toronto Services Board (GTSB). He provided Council with an 
assessment of the GTSB legislation and its impact on Brampton taxpayers and he compared the 
proposed legislation with the previous position taken by Council in July 1997. He commented on 
the mandate of the GTSB and advised that the GTSB would not be another level of government 
and would not have direct taxing authority; it would discuss and provide advice to GTA 
municipalities on key infrastructure projects as well as setting policy direction and allocating the 
costs of GO Transit and a forum to discuss administration and costs of social services and social 
housing. 


There was general discussion with regards to the representation of 28 members on the GTSB 
based on population appointed by Regional Councils and Toronto Council; the composition is as 
follows: Durham — 3, Halton — 2, Peel — 5, York — 4, City of Toronto — 14). P. Moyle advised of 
the financial powers associated with the GTSB and “weighted assessment”. He provided a 
summary of the Greater Toronto Transit Authority whose main function is to operate Go Transit 
and report to the GTSB. The Greater Toronto Transit Authority will be composed of a Chair 
elected by the GTSB and 6 members appointed by Regional Councils and Toronto Council. The 
operating procedures of the Transit Authority will be similar to the GTSB. 


P. Moyle summarized Brampton’s position and provided Council with the responses to Mr. 
Tonks’ 10 questions presented to Brampton. There was general discussion and concerns that the 
GTSB will affect the future of local government in Brampton/Peel. 


C115-98 
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Mr. Alan Tonks, former Chair of Metro Toronto and former Head of Toronto Transition Team, 
advised that the emphasis on the GTSB is with regards to the co-ordination on key services and 
the maximizing of investments. He advised that it is important for the legislation to provide 
policies affecting the infrastructure to plan for an environment beyond the Year 2021. He 
confirmed that his role is to moderate the review of the legislation and listen to Councils’ 
comments until April 9, 1998 at which time he will prepare a report based on all the information 
received in an attempt to incorporate the issues of concern. He responded to questions of Council 
and provided clarification of the legislation and advised that we need a forum of co-ordination and 
co-operation. He briefly discussed the Greater Toronto Marketing Alliance (GTMA) and advised 
that there will continue to be a relationship with the local economic development committees and 
staff.

Whereas the City of Brampton has previously provided comment to the Golden Task Force, the 
Crombie “Who Does What Panel” and the Milt Farrow report on the GTA; and 


Whereas the aforementioned responses have consistently recommended the creation of a GTA co- 
ordinating committee with very limited governmental and service delivery powers, 


Therefore be it resolved that presentation of the Commissioner of Corporate Services be received; 
and 


That clarification be requested on the precise definition of “weighted assessment” apportionment 
[Section | (2)] and that such clarification be provided during the period of consultation prior to 


the first reading of the bill in the Legislature; and 


That draft legislation should be amended to ensure mandatory representation from the Provincial 
and Federal governments; and 


That heads of Councils should be appointed to the GTSB. 
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That the formula for adding to the Board be amended to permit additional representation by 
population immediately after the release of the next regular census; and 


That Section 25(5) should be amended to permit area and regional councillors be appointed to 
standing committees of the Board and that these committees should be permitted to make policy 
as well as administrative recommendations to the GTSB in those areas mandated by legislation; 
and 


That Section 16(f) should be amended by deleting the words “decision-making” and replacing 
them with the phrase “promote co-ordination among municipalities and develop advisory 
strategies within the GTA with respect to the administration and costs of their social assistance 
and social housing programs”; and 


That GO Transit operating budget should remain as per the GTA Transit Managers Hybrid Model 
(1/3 level of service, 1/3 total usage, 1/3 assessment) and that any change in the formula would 
require the 2/3 vote of the GTSB and that Section 50(b) should therefore be deleted; and 


That an effort to promote a public transit system and avoid the cost of significant additional 
provincial highway construction, the Province should fund 75% of the capital costs of GO Transit, 


and the municipal share be funded using the above-mentioned hybrid model; and 


That the GTSB be permitted to contract with the non-GTSB municipalities on a full cost-recovery 
basis; and 


That to avoid bureaucratic proliferation, staff for the GTSB should be contracted or seconded 
from GTA municipality staffs; and 


That the GTSB provide a co-ordinating function for telecommunications; and 
That a standard compensation package be determined for all members of the GTSB; and 
That copies of the report should be forwarded to Alan Tonks, GTA Moderator, Al Leach, Minister 


of Municipal Affairs, Tony Clement, Minister of Transportation and Joe Spina, M.P.P. Brampton 
North.

He is concerned that since the closure of Heart Lake Road 
there has been a significant increase in heavy truck traffic carrying material through the City of 
Brampton and not on local deliveries within the City. He advised that the road surfaces are not 
built for heavy trucks and it will be the taxpayers who pay to repair the damage. Since the 
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increase in heavy truck traffic he has not seen an MTO inspector at any time. He requested that 
the heavy trucks use Heart Lake Road as it is a direct route to Highway 410. He requested 
Council to support heavy truck restrictions on Kennedy Road. 


Mr. Al Bigelli, 2 Cochrane Avenue, has corresponded with the area councillors regarding the 
issue of heavy trucks on Kennedy Road. He is also concerned that the heavy trucks using 
Kennedy Road are going through Brampton and are not on a local delivery. There is an increase 
in noise which causes a great deal of disturbance to the residents. He encouraged Council to work 
together to solve the problem along Kennedy Road and suggested posting signs that indicate 
“delivery trucks only — no through fare”. 


Mrs. Janice Skitch, on behalf of Mr. Wes Skitch, 8 Wishart Place, backs onto Kennedy Road and 
supported the previous two speakers. There has been a significant increase in heavy truck traffic 
and is concerned about the safety of children due to the schools and crosswalks in the area used by 
children on a daily basis. She is also concerned about the air pollution from the trucks and the 
posted speed limit.

Mr. Jim Yarrow, Chairman, Brampton Hydro, was present with members of the Commission to 
present the annual report for 1997. He is pleased to announced another 0% increase this year in 
hydro for Brampton residents and Brampton Hydro pledges to be debt free by the Year 2003. 
Brampton Hydro has benchmarked staff levels and has controllable costs per customer is down 
35% from four years ago. He pointed out the significance of the cover page of the annual report 
which are letters received from grade | students from St. John Boscow School in Brockville to 
thank the crew at Brampton Hydro for their assistance in the ice storm repairs in eastern Ontario 
and Quebec. 


Mr. Yarrow advised that Brampton Hydro is the 7" largest utility in Ontario but there will be a 
great deal of competition in the electricity business as of the Year 2000.

He requested Council’s 
support in the introduction of the Incremental Reintegration Strategy (IRS) which is ultimately a 
crime prevention initiative and an expansion of the existing services that addresses more specific 
needs of the ex-offenders. The IRS is designed to be a self-supporting program. 
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Mr. Turnbull advised that the Incremental Reintegration Strategy is the next logical step to ensure 
that men at risk are successful reintegrated into the community. He advised that the IRS Program 
responds to individual needs in a safe, secure, supervised environment and the Program has two 
fundamental components: Residential Services (Housing) and Social Support. He provided a 
summary of each of the two components. 


Mr. Turnbull requested Council consider the innovative solution for successful reintegration and 
use it as a tool to protect our community against crime. He requested that Council support 
developing a program to help men succeed in becoming productive, contributing members of our 
community by approving a “Safe Communities Resolution” provided by SHL. 


Mr. Richard Brown, Executive Director, updated Council on the first phase of the 4,000 square 
foot development of the “St. Leonard’s Centre for Excellence” that will respond to the need of 
residents to develop employable skills. The fully equipped woodworking facility opened on April 
28, 1998 and allows the men to develop a specific skill as well as to develop self-worth and self- 
esteem.

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Mr. James Harbell, Stikeman, Elliott, represented Chrysler Canada and identified their position 
and requested that Council support the recommendation to defer consideration of OP93-76 until 
the final RWDI Odour Assessment Study and noise concerns have been evaluated by the City’s 
peer reviewers. He confirmed that Chrysler Canada will have its position ready by July 15, 1998. 
He requested that Council wait until all the information is before them prior to making any 
decision on this issue. 


Mr. John Dawson, McCarthy, Tetrault, represented Bramport Shopping Centres, who are the 
owners of the lands abutting the west of the Tornorth lands which are also included in the Special 
Study Area. He advised that his client is in support OP93-76 and would like Council to request 
the Region to approve OP93-76 so that staff can grant and proceed with the Bramport application. 


Mr. Neil Davis, Davis, Webb & Schulze, represented McKinlay Transport Inc., and advised that 
his client is in full support of the request by Chrysler Canada to defer final judgment on this 
matter until July 15, 1998. He addressed the concerns of his client, namely the effects residential 
will have on the expansion of McKinlay. He advised that his client does not believe the optimal 
use for these lands is residential but rather should remain industrial. If Council proceeds with the 
application, he requested the following on behalf of his client: (1) McKinlay would like an 
easement registered to the lands adjacent to McKinlay with regards to noise for protection if faced 
with operating outside MOEE guidelines in the future, and (2) McKinlay would like 
indemnification from Council indicating if law suits do arise in an attempt to limit the use of his 
client’s, lands that Council will in effect take responsibility. 


Barry Horosko, Bratty & Partners, represented Tornorth Holdings Ltd. and requested that Council 
support the recommendation to proceed with the application. He confirmed that, to date, there has 
been a substantial amount of work completed with regards to air quality and noise control and 
each study has indicated that it is appropriate for residential development to proceed on the 
Tornorth lands. He advised that Tornorth has worked very closely with staff on various planning 
issues. He indicated that the residential lots have been uniquely designed to consider all issues 
with regards to McKinlay Transport. 


Mr. Stuart Cottrelle represented himself and advised that he has been involved in this process for 
the past 5 years and he thanked Council for their support in the past. He requested that Council 
approve the recommendation to proceed with the Tornorth application without further delay. He 
advised that six studies have been completed thus far which have all taken into consideration the 
third shift at Chrysler Canada as well as all other impacts. He advised that there has never been 
odour impacts on the already existing residential lands and no complaints have been received. 


Dr. Gnyp, Professior, University of Windsor, specializes in Environmental work and advised that 
he was retained by Tornorth Holdings to undertake studies of the area surrounding the Bramalea 
Assembly Plant in order to recommend an appropriate odour level for the proposed residential 
lands. He advised that he has covered the downwind areas very thoroughly and he concurs with 
computer modelling that odour submissions come very infrequently and last for a very short 
period of time. He advised that, practically speaking, the area in question would not be affected 
and the Tornorth and Cottrelle lands are reasonable sites for residential development. He 
confirmed that the Bramalea Assembly Plant is the cleanest he has ever been associated with.

Ms. Judy Hendy, Hendy & Hendy, representing Monteray Park Inc., the owners of Gateway Six, 
advised that the complex consists of 6 theatres and 6 free standing restaurants. She confirmed that 
one acre of land remains vacant for future expansion. Given the excess parking spaces and the 
vacant land, her client is requesting permission to expand by adding 2 to 4 more theatres. She 
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confirmed that Gateway Six does not oppose any of the existing theatre proposals and she 
requested that her client be allowed a maximum of 10 theatres and 50,000 square feet.

Michael Gagnon, Gagnon Consulting Planners and Urban Designers voiced concerns regarding 
how this recommendation would affect his client Fletchers Meadow Development in a negative 
way. He felt that the draft plans of subdivision that are in the approval process at this time should 
be allowed to proceed with further approvals and public meetings and start this new process with 
new draft plans of subdivision that are submitted. 


Michael Gagnon, Gagnon Consulting Planners and Urban Designers advised that Fletchers 
Meadow has a plan at the Region awaiting approval and that it should not be held up because of 
an apparent change of policy. He also indicated that none of the lands in this development were 
zoned industrial. He also indicated that there is an ample amount of industrial/commercial land 
located near the Highway 407 that eventually will be used for those types development and there 
will be a need for more residential housing to accommodate the work that these business could 
generate 


Mrs. Kim Beckman, Davies, Howe and Partners, elaborated on Mr. Gagnon’s comments by 
indicating that they will cause Fletchers Meadow a great deal of problems by including their 
development in the proposed policy changes, and that Council should not intervene in the final 
approval of this secondary plan, which is imminent. 


Mr. Haydn Mathews, Great Gulf Group of Companies, addressed the Council and referred to 
instances where the existing policies forced him to provide smaller lots/ higher densities than he 
would have preferred in one instance and larger lots/ lower densities than he would have preferred 
in another instance. He also indicated the same concerns of Mr. Gagnon’s with regard to his 
company’s developments. 


Mr. Jim Kennedy, KLM Planning Partners Inc., expressed concern that there was no report from 
staff made available prior to the meeting so that the developers had a chance to review and 
respond appropriately. He represents clients from Fletchers Meadow area and had a draft plan of

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subdivision that he was going to present to the October 19, 1998 Planning and Building 
Committee meeting and was very concerned to the fact that this report was going to be held up for 
another month. 


The following discussion then took place: 


J. Marshall, Commissioner of Planning and Building made a presentation indicating that Planning 
& Building Department staff are currently engaged in a review of Official Plan and Secondary 
Plan housing mix policies, and that the scope of the review was expanded in response to Council 
direction arising out of the September Planning & Building Committee meeting. 


Mr. Marshall referred to residential unit type data from the 1996 Statistics Canada Census that has 
been provided by Dennis Cutajar, Director of Economic Development. This data compares 
Brampton with a number of other GTA municipalities and indicates that Brampton has: 

- The third lowest percentage of single-family dwellings; 

- The highest percentage of semi-detached dwellings; and 

- Among the highest percentages of townhouse/ row and apartment dwelling types. 


Mr. Marshall elaborated upon the expanded work program and indicated that staff intended to 
report to the Planning & Building Committee on this issue at the November 16, 1998 Planning & 
Building Committee meeting.

Brampton United Way Campaign 


City Councillor Hames introduced the members of the United Way Committee - Steve Wilson, Kathy 
Zammit, Ron Drygas, Frank Merran, Deb Reader, Ian Newman, John Roman, Joe Pimental and Deb 
Tracogna. She advised that today was the floor-to-floor campaign at City Hall and tomorrow will be the 
pancake breakfast and truck demolition at the Williams Parkway yard. She advised that there will be a 
touring bus that will be at each event and anyone donating $1.00 can sign the bus and public participation 
is also encouraged. 


Recognition of Rob Ottaway, Brampton Firefighter 


V. Clark, Fire Chief, introduced Fire Fighter Rob Ottaway who has been with the Fire Department for 
approximately 4 years. He advised Council of Rob’s past history and experience with emergency 
operations, most recently working with the Canadian Red Cross in Puerto Rico. 


Fire Fighter Rob Ottaway provided a brief history of his involvement with the Canadian Red Cross which 
is funded through the United Way. He has been involved in the Red Cross since 1990 and he provided a 
brief description of services offered to the community by the Red Cross. He updated Council on his past 
history in providing emergency services to those in need during a disaster. He advised that he is mainly 
responsible for the logistics in the disasters and he attended the Disaster Management Conference in 
Hamilton in 1998 on behalf of the City of Brampton. Most recently, he went to San Juan, Puerto Rico for 
21 days to assist in the hurricane relief efforts as a result of hurricane George. He advised that it is vital 
that there is co-operation, colaberation, trust and knowledge of resources between all responders in 
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disasters which ultimately results in timely, effective and co-ordinated responses to those in need. Rob 
advised that he volunteers his time to the Red Cross. 
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Fire Fighter Rob Ottaway thanked the Fire Chief for allowing him the time off to assist in the hurricane 
relief in Puerto Rico on behalf of the Red Cross. He presented the Fire Chief with a certificate of 
appreciation on behalf of the Red Cross. 


Rotary Group Exchange from South Africa in the Educational Field 


Mr. Brad Goodison, President of the Brampton Rotary Club, advised that the Group Study Exchange 
Program is a world wide program that promotes goodwill and international understanding through 
organized travel. The Rotary Club pays for the return transportation for the small exchange group and they 
are housed with Rotarians and their families during their stay. He advised that while the visitors are here, 
they attend Rotary meetings and tour many businesses and government agencies and compare differences 
and similarities between their own country.

Mr. Keith Ward, Commissioner and General Manager of Housing, Region of Peel, quickly 
recapped the process locating a temporary shelter for the homeless with the winter months fast 
approaching. He advised that the Region of Peel reviewed private and regional properties for 
prospects and the Coalition for Shelter has been working with the local churches in this program. 
He emphasized that this is a temporary program for this winter only and the shelter will start with 
20 beds and progress to a maximum of 40 beds, if needed. 
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Mr. Ward advised that any funding required for this project will be paid for by the Region of Peel 
and the Province of Ontario with no burden to the City of Brampton. He advised that building 
code issues and safety concerns of the building are being determined at this time. He advised that 
the goal is to determine a long term solution and the Region has set up a Homeless Task Force 
with Peel Regional Police, community representation and area councillors. 


Ms. Sandy Milakovic, Canadian Mental Health Association, advised that it is critical the 
Rutherford Road site be approved as a temporary shelter for the homeless. She advised that the 
three agencies operating the shelter will be the John Howard Society of Peel, the Canadian Mental 
Health Association Peel Branch and the H.I.S. Evangelistic Ministries. She identified the shelter 
component and the staff component and advised that there will be no cost to the clients using the 
shelter. She confirmed that the shelter will start with 20 beds and will expand to a maximum of 
40 beds if necessary. There will be two staff members on site at all times with a full-time 
coordinator and clients will not be allowed to leave the shelter at night. 


Ms. Hilda Baston, John Howard Society, spoke with regards to the mobile and outreach 
components of the program and addressed the issue of governance for the shelter. She advised 
that statistical reporting records will be kept to keep track of the individuals using the shelter. She 
described the outreach component of the program which is vital to the success of this project; the 
long term goal is to work with the homeless to find permanent employment, educational 
upgrading, and a suitable place to live. The outreach component builds a relationship on respect 
and trust with the homeless. She advised that due to the size of the Region of Peel, clients will be 
transported to and from the shelter and pick-up and drop off points are currently being established. 


Mr. Richard Prouse, President of the Brampton Downtown Business Association, expressed the 
Association’s support in using the Rutherford Road location as a temporary shelter for the 
homeless this winter. He hopes to see all the citizens of Brampton working cooperatively to seek 
solutions for the future. His concern however is that a maximum of 40 beds seems excessive and 
feels there may be some safety concerns in providing housing to clients outside of Brampton. He 
advised that the Association is in favour of the resolution put forward this evening. 


Mrs. Linda Reid, St. Mary’s Church, advised that St. Mary’s is the only church in Brampton that 
responded to the “Out-of-the-Cold” program. She advised that the church is in support of the 
temporary lease of Rutherford Road to shelter the homeless this winter and urged Council to give 
the proposal serious consideration. She advised that last year an average of 13 people stayed at 
St. Mary’s Church with a maximum of 25 people without any incidents or cause for concern. 


Pastor Case, H.I.S. Evangeslistic Ministries, requested that Council support the temporary shelter. 
He confirmed that there is sufficient new and used clothing and food that has been allocated for 
this program. 


There was general discussion among the Mayor and Members of Council and staff. Delegations 
responded to inquiries of Council. Council relayed their support on this issue but requested that 
the Region continue to work with the City of Mississauga to become more actively involved. 


C. Connor, Corporation Counsel & Director of Real Estate Services, advised that subsequent to 
staff’s report, it was learned that the Region’s interest in the office component of 52 Rutherford 
Road South shifted to the south bays of the garage which was closed several years ago due to 
roofing concerns. He would like a clause to be added to the lease that a structural engineer be 
retained to ascertain the safety of the existing roof and the repairs needed.

that is entirely occupied and used or intended for use for a service or function that may be 
provided by the City; 


AND WHEREAS sections 2(16) and 2(17) of Ontario Regulation 46/94, as amended (the 
“Regulation’”), provide that municipal facilities used for cultural, recreational or tourist purposes, 
and ancillary parking facilities thereto, constitute two of the classes of municipal capital facilities 
for which a municipality may enter into an agreement under section 210.1(2) of the Municipal 
Act; 


AND WHEREAS section 6 of the Regulation provides that the council of a municipality may
